FUGITIVE BIRGER GANGSTER 
REPORTED ARRESTED IN SOUTH 


Connie Ritter Accused of Iilinois 
Murders Thought to Be in Jail 
at Gulfport, Miss. 

Connie Ritter, Birger gangster, 
wanted for murder in Franklin and 
Williamson counties, Illinois, was 
reported under arrest today at 
Gulfport, Miss. The Sheriff at 
Gulfport telegraphed Sher- 
iff Pritchard of Franklin County 
that Ritter was under arrest, and 
Sheriff Pritchard will leave for 
Gulfport tonight to identify him. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff C. H. Hug- 
gins at Gulfport told the Post- 
Dispatch over long distance tele- 
phone that the man upder arrest 
gave the name of Randall, but 
would answer po other questions. 
He said the man thought to be Rit- 
ter was arrested on the street on 
information from New Orleans de- 


+ tectives that Ritter was in Gulf- 


port. Huggins said he made the 
arrest, identifying him as Ritter 
from a photograph. 

Ritter is under indictment in 
Franklin County for participation 
in the murder of Mayor Joe Adams 
of West City, for which Charley 
Birger, the gang leader, was exe- 
cuted. Ritter is also accused of 
participation in the murder of 
State Highway Patrolman Lory L. 
Price ane his wife, Ethel. Other 
Birger gangsters convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
the Price murders, said that Ritter 
killed Mrs. Price, whose body was 
found in an abandoned coal shaft. 
Ritter was Birger’s chief lieuten- 
ant. 


ARMORED TRUCK DRIVER SENDS 
BACK $63,000 WITH PROFIT 


New Yorker Who Disappeared 
With Vehicle “Struck It Rich 
in Wall Street.” 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Shortly 
after an armored truck of which he 
was the chauffeur, had disappeared 
along with $63,000 from in front 
of the Chemical National Bank on 
lower Broadway yesterday, Ray- 
mond H. Gallagher telephoned his 
creditors, police said today, to an- 
nounce he had “struck it rich in 
Wall street,” and requested* them 


to wait for messengers who would, 


appear shortly with their money. 

In each case, the messenger ar- 
rived as he had promised, police 
said, and always the amount re- 
turned was slightly more than the 
amount Gallagher had owed. 

Gallagher was left locked in the 
truck yesterday while two guards, 
Edward Roche and Floyd Chase, 
delivered a package at the bank. 
When they came out the car was 
gone. It was found empty two 
hours later a couple of blocks 
away. The strong box had been 
opened and $63,000 removed. 

The owners of the truck said Gal- 
lagher. as chauffeur, had a key to 
the strong box. It was learned to- 
day he had moved from the ad- 
dress which he was listed on the 
payroll. Police are hunting for 
him. .

CABINET MEMBER’S 

SIGNATURE TORN OFF 


Witness Says This Was 
Done to Save Old Friend 
Any Embarrassment in 
Case of Lender’s Death. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, oil magnate, wept 
on the witness stand today during 
the trial of ‘his old friend, Albert 
B. Fall, whom he 1s accused of giv- 
ing a bribe of $100,000. 

The oil man, who knew Fall in 
the West when both were young, 
showed signs of emotion as he said 
emphatically that the $100,000 he 
gave Fali was simply a loan and 
he was in tears and his voice shook 
as he told of conversations with 
Rear Admiral J. K. Robison; who 
represented the Navy during the 
oil leases. 

He said he never discussed the 
clause of the Elk Hills-Pearl Har- 
bor contract which gave his com- 
pany preference to any lands that 
the Government might subsequent- 
ly decide to lease. 

“Preferential rights had no 
meaning to me and never has 
had.” he added. 

Doheny told the jury he in- 
formed Robison that he was not 
interested in the Pearl Harbor con- 
tract, adding he consented to bid 
only after Robison appealed to his 
patriotism. The naval officer was 
quoted as saying establishment of 
the Pearl Harbor oil base would 
do away “with the menace of the 
Bast.” ‘ 

The menace referred to, Doheny 
testified, was Japan. 

Feels He Should Name It. 

Doheny bid of the contract and 
was given a lease to the Elk Hills 
Naval Reserve. This resulted ul- 
timately in the indictment of both 
Fall and Doheny. 

In telling of the country men- 
tioned in his conversations with 
Robison the witness said he felt 
he should name it, as “I told it in 
the other trial and to the Senate 
committee.” 

“That Government was Japan,” 
he continued, “and fortunately the 
earthquake in Japan destroyed the 
very thing that was the menace, 
thousands of barrels of oil that 
were in storage.” 

The witness said he _ received 
Fall’s note for the $100,000 and 
tore the signature from it, plac- 
ing that part of the note in the 
keeping of his wife. He said he did 
this because he feared that if he 
died unexpectedly his executor 
would present the demand note and 
embarrass Fall. 

Expected $180,000,000. 

Doheny said he told the Senate 
Investigating Committee he  ex- 
pected $180,000,000 could be made 
out of the Elk Hills lease, but ex- 
plained it would be over a period 
of 40 years. 

The witness said his loan to Fall 
was made from his personal funds, 
and at that time he had no nego- 
tiations with the Government un- 
der way. Fali, he said, had never 
made any promise to repay the 
money, except the note he sent 
him. 

Cross-examination of Doheny 
brought testimony from the 73- 
year-old witness that some of his 
testimony before the Senate Oil 
Committee was incorrect and he 
had so decided after more thought 
on the subject. 

Pe said today that Fall, in ask- 
ing for a $100,000 loan, had asked 
for it in cash. In his Senate tes- 
timony he had said he did not re- 
member why the cash had been 
sent. Doheny also testified today 
Fal had told him in 1921 that he 
would resign in 1922, while the 
prosecution counsel read his testi- 
mony before the committee saying 
Fall expected to serve his full term, 
after which he expected to employ 
the cabinet member. 

In his testimony today he 4as- 
serted he had expected to employ 
Fall only if his company needed 
Fall’s ability after he left the cab- 
inet. 

‘Mrs. Doheny on Stand. 

Mrs. Carrie Estelle Doheny, wife 
of Doheny, testified Fall’) signa- 
ture had been torn from a note for 
that amount so the former Interior 
Secretary would not be em- 
barrassed if anything happened 
while she and her husband were 
en route home. 

Wearing a black dress. trimmed 
in white, she said her husband had 
told her to keep the signature 
carefully so it would be availabie 
when time came to present the 
note for payment. 

She added she had taken the 
signature from New York to Los 
Angeles and put it in a safe depos-

MAYOR OF BERLIN 
AND PARTY ARRIVE 
FOR 3DAY VISIT 


Says He Is Anxious to See 
St. is, ‘‘Cultural and 
Economic Center” of Mis- 
sissippi- Valley. 


Eager to see what he called “the 
cultural and economic center of the 
Mississippi Valley,” the Lori Mayor 
of Berlin, his wife, and Berlin 
governmental officials, arrived in 
St. Louis this morning to remain 


until Sunday noon. 

Mayor Gustav Boess, a martial 
figure with a decidedly Berlin ac- 
cent, towered above the rest of his 
party» as he acknowledged the 
greetings of a reception committee 
at Union Station and prepared to 
go to the Hotel Jefferson where he 
was the breakfast guest of the Ad- 
vertising Club. 

“We are especially glad to be 
here,” Mayor Boess said, “for we 
in Berlin know St. Louis to be the 
cultural and economic center of the 
Mississippi Valley. lc is a source 
of gratification to us that so many 
of those who were once our coun- 
trymen have played a part in the 
development of your great city.” 

Mayor Boess, who began serving 
a 12-year term in 1921, the year 
after Berlin and its suburbs 
were merged into one great mu 
nicipality, making it the third 
largest city in the world, denieJ 
that he had received a cablegram 
from the Berlin City Council or- 
dering him to return to Germany 
in connection with a contract graft 
scandal there, as recently reported 
in Berlin dispatches. 

Members of his party explained 
that, even if stich a message had 
been sent, it would have to hav, 
been sent without authority, since 
the council has no power to recal! 
the Mayor. 

He is more than 6 feet tall, 
weighs about 200 ‘pounds and bears 
on his left cheek a scat made by a 
sword during his student days at 
Giessen University, where friendly 
duels among the students were re- 
garded as customary. The Mayor 
wore a brown tweed suit, but later 
changed to forma) attire. 

Mrs.Boess also was wearing 
brown, with a dark brown fur 
and turban hat. Other mem- 
bers of the party are: Dr. W. 
vom Drigaiski. Heaith Commission- 
er of Berlin: Jens Nydahl. chief 
School Commissioner. and Mrs.’ Ny- 
dahl; Alderman W. Benecke and 
Mrs. Benecke, and Dr. Willy Muel- 
ler-Wieland, superior City Admin- 
istration Coungillor. 

The Mayor's visit resulted from 
an invitation extended byathe St. 
Louis delegation to the terna- 
tional Advertising Congréss in Ber- 
lin last Aug. 15. 

George M. Burbach, who gave 
the Mayor a silver reproduction of 
the medai St. Louis awarded to 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, wel- 
comed the guests at the breakfast, 
recalling the hospitality extended 
by Berlin officials to the American 
advertising men. 

In his reply, Mayor Boess re- 
marked upon the advantages of an 
inland waterway system and sug- 
gested tHat a canal system linking 
St. Louis with Chicago would be 
economically advantageous. He 
said that it was difficult for him 
to grasp the immensity of the 
United States and added:

Miss Berger Indicted. 


Miss Berger has been indicted on 
seven counts in connection with al- 
leged frauds in screen players’ tax 
returns and in the case of Tom 
Mix, cowboy star, the actor was 
named as a conspirator. She is 
free under $10,000 bond pending 
trial next week.

salaries for chauffeur and secre- 
tary when her husband, Lother 
Mendes, acted in: both capacities.

Carrying out his mother’s direc- 
tions on what to do in the event of 
a holdup, Joseph R. Scotti, 21- 
year-old son of the owner of Mrs. 
Scotti‘s Candy Shop, 56067 Delmar 
boulevard, jlast night, killed a rob- 
ber with one shot from a revolver. 

It was the first time he had fired 
a revolver, he said, although he 
has handled a shotgun and rifle in 
hunting. 

The slain robber was identified 
as Uranus John Hoffman, 21, 4476 


Chouteau avenue, released last 
Feb. 12 from the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary, to which he had been sen- 
tenced for holdups in 1926. His 
brother, Don Jean Hoffman, was 
one of three gunmen killed in an 
attempted holdup of a Creve Coeur 
Lake roadhouse in 1925. 

Young Scotti was a former Sol- 
dan High School student and since 
1927 has been working for his 
widowed mother, Mrs. Frieda A. 
Scotti. He resides with his moth- 
er and sister above the shop. A 
mild-mannered youth, slight of 
build, this was the second time he 
acted quickly in an emergency, 
having rescued a boy from drown- 
ing in the Meramec River last 
June. 

Writing Letter to Friend. 

“Mother and sister went to a 
theater last night and I went down- 
stairs about 8:40 o’clock to write a 
letter to a friend,” he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I was seated 
at a desk in the balcony office and 
had just dated the letter when iI 
heard the front door buzzer, indi- 
cating a customer had come in. 

“IT became suspicious when I 
heard some men talking very fast 
and coins rattling in the cash reg- 
ister. I picked up a revolver and 
leaned over the edge of the bal- 
cony. which extends over the rear 
half of.the store, but the men were 
under the balcony and I couldn't 
see them.” 

Hoffman and a srecond man, 
masking their faces with hand- 
kerchiefs, had entered the store 
and held up a saleswoman, Mrs. 
Emma Stutz, and two customers. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Royal and Miss 
Alice Barry. Hoffman. unarmed 
stood behind the customers and 
pressed a finger against one’~ 
back, causing her to suppose he 
held a revolver. 

The other robber t: reatened the 
saleswoman with a revolver, took 
$25 from the cash register an4 
also Mrs. Stutz’s wrist watch and 
ring, although Hoffman suggested 
they take no jewelry. | 

“Il heard one of the men ask: 
‘Where's the rest of the money?’ ” 
young Scotti continued. “Then j 
knew it was a holdup. I heard 
Emma answer: “There isn't any 
more,” She purposely spoke very 
loud so | could hear. We had it 
all planned since tast March whea 
we were held up wvwefore. Who. 
ever was on the palcony was to 
get the revolver mother bought 
after the first holdup and was to 
shoot after whoever was in th? 
store dropped to the floor. 

“As | was leaning over the 
baicony; the robbers started to run 
out. I let the first man go, be- 
cause [| was afraid the other man 
was armed and might shoot Emnmia 
or the customers, tf I opened fire 
while the second man was near 
them.

INVERTED PYRAMIDS 
WITH GLASS WALLS

Frank Lloyd Wright Says Build- 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Erection 
of four 18-story residental towers 
with vast walls of glass is pro- 
posed by the Protestant Episcopa! 
Church of St. Marks-in-the-Bou- 
werie, Second Avenue and Tenth 
street, it was announced yesterday 
in Chicago by Frank Lloyi Wright, 
noted architect. 

The plan, Wright said, will pro- 
vide his first dermonstration of new 
ideas. He has spent the greater 
part of 20 years examining and 
perfecting his plans. No officia) 
statement about the project could 
be had from either the Rev. 
William Norman Guthrie, rector of 
the church, or members of the 
board of trustees last night. 

For a@ pattern for these four 
units, Wright explained he has 
“overturned the pyramids and 
léngthened their lines perpendicu- 
larly.” Thus the towers will be 
much larger at the top than at the 
bottom. They will stand on a large 
pedestal of concrete, and will be 
supported by a core of concrete 
through the center of the ground 
to the tap. This particular design, 
he said, is especially appropriate 
in New York, because here the 
higher the buliding the more valu- 
able the space. ' D 

Where the towers will be built or 
when work. will begin was not dis- 
ciosed by Wright, who expects to 
install copper walls and built-in 
furniture. 


POLICEMAN AND BYSTANDER 
SHOT IN $50,000 BANK HOLDUP 


First at -Peru (Ind.) 
Robbed by Six Men Who 
Make Getaway. 

By the Associated Press. 

PERU, Ind., Oct. 18.—The First 
National Bank here was held up 
and robbed of $50,000 today, the 
robbers shooting a policeman and 
a bystander as they escaped. 

Six men were in the gang. 

PatroIman John Deveny was 
shot in the leg. H. L. Howenstein, 
of Michigan City, Ind., also was 
wounded. Neither was said-to be 


seriously wounded, 

Police Chief Albert Brown said 
it had aot been ascertained defi- 
nitely how much money the rob- 
bers scooped up Defore they fied 
from the bank. They fired into a 
rapidly’ gathering crowd as they 
entered their automobile. 

Three of the holdup men entered 
the bank and commanded the 15 
employes and several customers to 
lie down while they :ansacked the 
place. A clerk was made to open 
the vault and all available curren- 
cy was taken. 

Other members of the gang re- 
mained in an automobile, on which 
two machine guns were said to be 
mounted. 

When an employe of the bank 
sounded the burglar alarm, police, 
it was reported, telephoned to in- 
quire what was wrong.

(Dem.), chairman of the hard- 
rfding inquisitors, bluntly charged 
that the placing of Eyanson on the 
Senate rolls as a clerk of: Bing- 
ham’s committee on territories and 
insular possessions, was 4& patent 
subterfuge to gain him access to 
the secret meetings of the Finance 
Committee. 

Bingham’s “tutor,” as the Sena- 
tor from Connecticut called. Eyan- 
son, evidently di. his work to the 
satisfaction of at least two of his 
employers—the Connecticut Asso- 
ciation and Senator Bingham. The 
association continued him on its 
payroll during the three months he 
was in Washington, and Bingham 
sent him'a $1000 personal check. 
Eyanson also received his clerk's 
— a month from the Govern- 
ment, but this he turned over to 
Bingham's regular clerk, whom he 
had temporarily displaced. 

Senator Walsh read into the rec- 
ord a letter from the president of 
the Manufacturers* Association 
congratulating Eyanson on ‘is 
“splendid work” in Washington. 

Praise From Sir Hubert. 

But there was even better evi- 
dence than this of the efficient 
character of Eyanson’s services. 
Joseph R. Grundy, the master leb- 
pyist, deplored the departure from 
Washington after his tour of duiy 
with Bingham, and urged him to 
come back. 

That. indeed, was praise from 
Sir Hubert. 

Under Eyanson’s tutelage Bing- 
ham was able to get $16,000,000 
annual increase for Connecticut 
products in the new tariff bill.

In fact, it is quite improbable 
that the Chief Executive will ask 
for such legislation in his message 
tv Congress early in December, a!l- 
though it now appears virtually 
certain that the special] session wil) 


end without the enactment of a 


tariff bill. 

In the face of a charge uttered 
by a Republican member of the 
Senate, Johnson of California, that 
administration leaders, with the 
exception of Chairman Sinoot of 
the Finance Committee are filibus- 
tering on the bill, Smoot was on 
record today with a promize to ask 
soon for night sessions as a iast 
hope of obtaining action on the 
tariff measure before the close of 
the special session. Such a move, 
however, was opposed by Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader. and Senator Borah 
of idaho, the spokesman for the 
independent group of Western Sep- 
ators. which is opposing the bill. 

Plan to Expedite Attion. 

Republican iteaders outlined a 
program today to put the measure 
through Senate at the earliest 
possib] oment. 

First, the Finance Committee Re- 
publicans to meet daily and decide 
on what amendments might be 
accepted without debate. 

_ Becond, to propose night sessions 
beginning tonight. 

Third, convene the Senate at 10 
instead of 11 o’clock each morning 
if night sessions should..not be 
possible. 

The conference was called unex- 
pectedly. It included Republican 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee and a large group of regular 
Republican Senators. : 

“The meeting was for the pur- 
pose of deciding some means to 
expedite the bill.” Senator Watson. 
the Republican leader, said after- 
ward. 

He added that the Finance Com- 
mittee majority at its daily meet- 
ings would determine what new 
amendments offered by the oppo- 
sition coalition of Democrats and 
Western Republicans and the reg- 
ulars, could be accepted, thus ob- 
viating debate. 

Hoover Dissatisfied. 

The President's dissatisfaction 
with the Senate bill is no secret 
in well-informed circies here. His 
indifference is due in large part 
to the elimination of the flexible 
provisions of the present jaw under 
which the Chief Executive is em- 
powered, after an investigation by 
the Tariff Commission, to raise or 
decrease rates 50 per cent. 

His desire for a continuance of 
this authority is such that many 
leaders of the House and Senate 
believe he would veto a tariff bil! 
dénying the Presidency this power. 

Mr. Hoover is opposed, too. to 
frequently recurring genera) revi- 
sions of the tariff, believing that 
they have an unsettling effect on 
business, and in the flexible pro- 
visions he sees a means of avoid- 
ing them and still making tariff 
changes necessitated by shifting 
economic conditions. 

He has already acted to relieve 
some portions of agriculture, and 
although the present arrangement 
is cumbersome, it is thought he 
would prefer it to no flexible tar- 
if machinery at all. 

The Chief Executive summoned 
to the White House yesterday three 
of the group leaders in the Senate 
—Weatson of Indiana, chief of the 
regular Republicans: Borah of 
Idaho, leader of the Western group 
of independent Republicafis. and 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
eratic leader. He interviewed each 
separately. 

Senator Borah said tariff had 
been discussed but beyénd that he 
refused to go. The opposing party 
leaders were more reticent, but it 
was believed that Mr. Hoover had 
made clear to each of them his

A Study in Popular Psychology. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
OT long ago France and England 


thought it might be best to endeavor 
to come to a mutual agreement on naval 
disarmament and thus far prepare the 
way for another general conference of 
the Powers. But, lo, the winds began to 
blow and soon a veritable: hurricane 
overwhelmed them. Most of the raging 
storm had its inception in this coun- 
try. Fierce blasts of invective hurtled out 
from the chairman of the House Naval 
Committee and from sundry other states- 
men. A good portion of the press fol- 
lowed these warriors in assailing the 
motives of France and England and de- 
nduncing them as arch-plotters against 
the peace and security of their neigh- 
bors. 
Naturally the French and English 
sought cover from the storm. They pro- 
tested their innocence, their purity of 
purpose. .They had essayed 0 ly to 
smodothe the way for general disarma- 
ment and were chagrined beyond meas- 
ure to find their object so misconstrued. 

Now we have just seen England and 
the United States attempting an exactly 
similar project bu. instead of provoking 
a hurricane the weather bureau has re- 
corded only balmy breezes carrying ho- 
‘sannas of praise. To be sure the actors 
in this latest drama, forewarned, have 
been careful to pledge and reiterate that 
this mutual agreement was but to be 
preliminary to the inclusion of their 
neighbors ami was quite unselfish. 

But what was the peculiar psychology 


that brought success in the one case and

The opinion grows that the bill will never be 
passed as reported by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee.

Whom will this bill help if it passes as 
framed? : 

It is not sufficient to characterize the beneficiaries 
as “already enjoying unconscionable profits.” The 
issue calls for facts. The facts are available in with- 
ering abundance. An excellent survey of the tariff’s 
operations was printed in the Sunday /Post-Dispatch 
of Oct. 13. The article showed that less than 6 
per cent of the people benefited directly from the 
tariff. It also listed the industries of national mag: 
nitude which derive either no benefit from the tariff, 
or only an indirect, negligible benefit. It bristled 
with facts—competent, relevant, material facts which 
might, if we may say so, be used in the Senate con- 
troversy. 

There are more facts to be had. The interests “al- 
ready enjoying unconscionable profits” and lusting 
for more—who are they? What are their names, and 
what are their stockholdings in concerns profiting 
by the tariff? And the amounts of their unconscion- 
able profiteering? Such facts are pertinent to the 
discussion. Their narration on the floor of the Sen- 
ate by Mr. Borah would command the front page of 
the American press and would be read by the. na- 
tion. If “guilt is personal,” ag we are so fond of say- 
ing in defense of corruption under political parties, 
so, too, is profit personal. 

The principle of protection, it hardly needs; to be 
said, has the sanction of the American people. The 
abuse of that policy is the evil against «which Mr. 
Borah and his associates protest, a position supported 
by public sentiment. The principle of protection has 
been perverted into a system of spoils venality. It 
ought to-be smashed. Facts can smash it. 
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THE MAN WHO WOULD RATHER NOT BE KING. 

Emir Amanullah Khan, ex-ruler of Afghanistan, 
doesn’t want to be a King again. He prefers the 
peace and quiet of serving as his country’s envoy to 
Italy. So Nadir Khan, the old soldier who recon- 
quered the Afghans for his former sovereign, now 
holds power there, and may fall into the ermine by 
default. If Nadir knows: his business, however, he 
will act as jf he had never heard of talking’ movies, 
loud speakers, pocket lighters or flappers, for those 
products of Western civilization sent his predeces- 
sor into exile. Amanullah, returning from a tour 
of Europe, tried to introduce those innovations into 
his country. But the sensitive Afghans, having an 
ancient culture all their own, refused to be made 
over. When Amanullah shaved off his mustache 
and his Queen appeared in decollete, the tocsin of 
revolt sounded in protest against’ such blasphemies. 

The duties of Afghan as Minister to Italy are not 
heavy.’ No issues of war and peace are likely to 
arise, and there is only a hatful of commerce. The 
ex-King can enjoy his electric light switches, his 
dial telephones and his portable typewriters with- 
out fear of bringing on a deluge. .

The Senate, as was expected, has confirmed the 
Farm Board. Senator Robinson of Arkansas, in sup- 
porting all the nominees, expressed public senti- 
ment in a word: “The responsibility must rest where 
it belongs.” The responsibility is Mr. Hoover’s. The 
act creating the board and defining its functions is 
his. The men selected for the admittedly difficult 
work are his painstaking choice.

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ST. LOUIS AND THE RIVEK COMMISSION. 

Following objection by St. Louis, Setretary of War 
Good has again taken under advisement the vexed 
matter of removing the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion from St. Louis to Vicksburg. , 

St. Louis, Memphis and New Orleans have present: 
ed their respective claims as the proper headquar- 
ters for the commission, ‘which has been in St. 
Louis since its organization in 1879. Vicksburg has 
fewer qualifications than any of the three. Its chief 
qualification is that it is geographically, if not by 
railroad schedules, nearer the center of the flood 
control project than St. Louis or New Orleans, but 
not Memphis. : 

The $325,000,000 flood control organization. would 
be far and away the biggest thing in Vicksburg. It 
would overshadow everything else. The officers of 
the commission would be perpetually swaddled in 
the dignity of their offices, a most unpleasant fact 
for them and a dangerous one for their outlook on 
the human values in thefr hands. 

Why should the commission move at all? Any 
move is certain to eliminate the type of employes 
which the commission most needs. Those who have 
established homes in St. Louis are certain to look 
for other positions here. Any move at all will re- 
quire a reorganization of personnel, which is a 
long-drawn process under civil service regulations. 
With the flood control project well under way and 
every reason for speeding it along, this-is no time 
to be breaking in new men. 

Apparently the only ground for the move is the 
President’s instruction for “decentrafzation” of the 
corps of engineers. To remove the commission from 
St. Louis is scarcely a step in that direction. Its 
work extends north to Rock Island: the Western di- 
vision is to be established here, with channel juris- 
diction extending south to Cairo. It is here the 
work of the two agencies meets and overlaps: surely 
this is the logical] place for their headquarters. 

“Decentralization” is an excellent slogan, but any 
slogan followed without judgment is dangerous. . It 
may be well in this instance to recall the futility of 
the emergency grain rates wafted into effect on the 
excellent slogan “farm relief.”
